The Joint High Commission. 

How silvery the speech of the English 
Joint Commissioners may be in their in- 
tercourse with their American associates, 
we have as yet no means of determining 
with precision, but we imagine that it does 
not beg to compare with their golden 
silence toward outsiders, and particularly 
toward the interviewing barbarians of the 
press. Ita professional humorist, as MARK 
TWaLn or even Dickens, had conceived 
and composed the accounts given by the 
New York reporters of their interviews 
with Earl pz Grey and Sir Jonn Macpon- 
ALD, the reading public would have 
chuckled over them as the most delightful 
pieces of absurdity ever brought out by 
human fancy. But uniortunately the ac- 
counts, instead of coming to us on the airy 
wing of fancy, were given in the shape of 
ordinary newspaper reports of every-day 
affairs, and we are far too serious and 
respectable a people to find anything funny 
in real lite. The humor of the occasion 
thus evaporated without appreciation, 
We merely yawned over the rather point- 
less ecreeds of the New York Jenkinsges, 
and thought their British lordships reticent 
and upgenial. We fear that, in thus failing 


10 regard the High Commission as a joke, 
we lost our opportunity of getting the 
worth of the money it will cost us. For, 
though it is not certain that the Commis- 
sion will accomplish nothing, we are al- 
most convinced by the latest signs of the 
times that 1t will tall very far short of the 
lofty ends which its projectors hoped te 
reach. 

The extreme reserve of the English 
Commissioners on arriving in this country 
was a suspicious circumstance. We do 
not mean to say that it would have been 
proper for them to be loquacious and 
demonstrative. The proprieties of their 
position, to say nothing of gentlemanly 
instinct, forbade the expenditure of words 
and sloppy sentiment to which Yankee em- 
bassadors, ip moods of post-prandial solt- 
ness, have occasionally treated wondering 
Albion. Wedo not see how they could 
gratify the curiosity of the Paun Prys of 
the sensational prees, or respond to the 
warm emotions which glowed in the 
bosom of the sympathetic JENKINS, with- 
out forfeiting their self-respect and bring- 
ing shame upon their country. But there 
bas been in their bearypg from the first 
much more than the quiet dignity of cul- 
ture and the becoming reticence of diplo- 
macy. There was something furtive in 
their silence. They acted like men who 
had a secret, and we believe they did have 
one. Mr. Jenkins and Mr. Pry, both 
amiable and engerprising, seem to have 
been regarded by them asa brace of police- 
men whose presence endangered their 
guilty possession, and who were to be 
frozen Out as quickly as prudence would 
allow. Earl de Grey, in rejusing to be 
questioned, laid great stress upon the tact 
that his instructions from his Government 
had not yet come into his hands, but were 
awaiting him at Washingion. His Lord- 
ship seems to us to have conveyed in this 
excuse more than he actually expressed

If Mr. Guapsrong is a practical, 
sensible statesman, would he send Earl Dz 
GREY over here to negotiate concerning 
the conflicting interests of two great na- 
tions without first having one or many 
personal interviews with him and talking 
the matter over most fully and freely? To 
start a messenger Off half-way round the 
world without letting him know what he 
is to do after he reaches his destination, is 
too ridiculous. We do not believe that 


Such freakish stupidity were well enough 
in the days of grace-of-God . kings, iron 
etiquette,and wooden-headed ministers; but 


brought the business of government down 
trom the ancient heights of stam and pre- 
tension to the active level of common lite. 
Mr. GLADSTONE, then, we may be sure, 
did not send Earl pz Grey across the 
Atlantic without first affording him every- 
thing that could be desired in the way of 
personal conference, ample discussion and 
oral instruction. Yet Earl pe Grey de- 
clared at New York that he could express 
no opinion as to the basis and probable re- 
sults of the. impending negottations, be- 
cause he had not yet received his final in- 
structions. He is a gentleman, and of 
course told the truth. What is the explana- 
tion of the apparent contradiction between 
his statement and the common-sense re- 
quirementa of the orrasion? 
We take it to be this: that at the time 

the Commission began to sit the British 
Cabinet were not fully decided what coursé 
they would ultimately pursue in regard to 
the matters in dispute with this country. 
Had it been intended to make a frank, 
complete and finai' settlement ot 
all those matters, and to grant 
the demands of our Government, 
the English Commissioners, on reach- 
ing our-sbores, would have assumed a cor- 
dial and gracious bearing. They would 
have mwgled freely with our people, and 
expressed warm and earnest wishes for 
the preservation of peace and a good un- 
derstanding between the two countries. 
They would have charmed JENKINs with 
their condescension and soothed Mr. Pry 
with their affability. True, the British 
lion is not an exceptionally affable beast, 
but history shows that he can be frisky on 
occasion. My Lord CHESTERFIELD was a 
Britisher, and so was “the first gentieman ot 
Europe.” The Englishman does not, as 
Mr. SaxE says of the pohte and mer. 
curial Frenchman, naturally and logically 
die, when he can no longer dance; still, he 
dances, alter his fashion. The reason why 
the English Commissioners have not 
danced for all our piping is to be tound in 
the very peculiar circumstances of the 
case,and, more than all, in the change 
which has taken place in the political 
condition of Europe and in the 
immediate prospects of England since 
the Commission was broached. Two 
or three months ago it seemed 
as if England could not possibly get out of 
the Black Sea controversy without a fight. 
She knew that it would be simple madness 
to go to war with Russia and leave the 
Alabama question open. Her commerce 
would have been swept from the seas. 
Therefore she conceived a sudden tender- 
ness for us “republican rowdies,”’ and her 
liberal press got off quite a display of sen- 

timental fire-works about the necessity of 
union and good-fellowship between the 
branches of the great free Anglo-Saxon 
race. But Prussia, worn out by her gigan- 
tic efforts against France, desired peace m 
Europe, in order that she might recuperate. 
She did not want the strain of standing on 
guard while Englandand Russia fought. 
So she influenced them to make a holiow 
truce of the kind that is made up princi- 
pally of “high consideration” and “hum- 
ble service.” England, relieved from the 
pressure ot her quarrel with Russia, and 
glad that she does not bave to fight, has 
had time to cool off and to remember that 
she does not love usso well as she thought 
she did two months ago. Mr. DrsRakE.i bas 
taken the lead in this reaction, and,so far as 
we can judge, the body of the English na- 
tion seems disposed to follow him. Some 
minor incidents, of an accidental charac- 
ter, have occurred to add strength to the 
reaction and force the two countries fur- 
ther apart. We imagine that these infiu- 
ences are beginning to tell on the English 
Commissioners, and that the illustrious 
Fish and his compatnots do not find them 
so yielding as was expected. The Ameri- 
can Commissioners are, of course, unable 
to keep from talking, especially if, by 9 
few “timely remarks,” they can get their 
names in the papers. Consequently, the 
telegraph is beginning toinform us that 
everything is not so serene within the 
mystic circle of the Commission as the 

stately and profuse hospitality indulged in 

by the members beiore the gaze of the 
vulgar world would lead one to suppose. 

The Britishers are stubborn, and, if we are 
to believe the reports, nothing has yet 
been accomplished. We are inclined to 
think there is something more in the an- 
nouncement than the mere guessing of 
correspondents. Of course, the Admini- 
tration will make desperate efforts to pre- 
vent the negotiation trom utterly failing. 
It would be simply horrible to aad to the 
list of failures just now. So we may ex- 
pect something to be patched up that will 
do to put before the country, by way of 
pretext or apology; but as for the brilliant 
diplomatic achievement which it was said 
Secretary FisH was about to perform, we 
are as yet unable to see it.
